"Come  Sail  Away" 

Marion-Bermuda  Race  Commences  This 

Weekend

On  Friday,  June  18,  the  biennial  Marion-Bermuda 
Cruising  Yacht  Race  will  kick  off  in  an  area  just  south  of 
the  entrance  to  Sippican  Harbor  in  Marion.  Over  100 
yachts  —  ranging  in  size  from  32  feet  to  over  60  feet  — 
will  cross  the  line  and  race  each  other  to  Bermuda  in  what 
has  become  one  of  the  most  popular  sailing  races  on  the 
east  coast.  The  first  of  six  classes  of  yachts  will  hear  the 
warning  gun  at  12:30  pm  and  the  actual  start  of  the  first 
group  of  racers  will  be  12:45  pm  ...  of  course,  weather- 
permitting. 

Started  in  1977,  the  first  Marion-Bermuda 
Cruising  Yacht  Race  saw  104  starters  cross  the  line.  The 
going  was  slow  in  light  southwesterly  winds  and  most  of 
the  expectant  officials  at  the  finish  line  thought  Owe  Chee 
would  cross  first.  But  her  position  was  not  accurate  and 
Silkie  appeared  to  take  line  honors,  first  on  corrected  time 
and  first  short  handed. 

The  second  race  in  1979  saw  128  starters  plunging 
into  25-knot  southwesterly  winds.  The  lack  of  cooperation 
from  Mother  Nature  caused  two  dismastings  and  14  boats 
which  did  not  finish  the  race.  Silkie  took  the  short  handed 
trophy  that  year  while  Gabriella  took  first  to  finish  and 
first  on  corrected  time.  A  new  Family  Trophy  was  also 
awarded  for  the  first  time  that  year  to  Asteroid. 

In  the  1983  race,  Ron  Noonan's  Wild/lower  from 
Class  G  won  first  overall;  Herb  Marcus  again  took  honors 
sailing  short  handed  with  Silkie;  and  Asteroid  took  home 
the  Family  Trophy. 

High  winds  and  thunderstorms  plagued  the  1985 
race  causing  two  dismastings  and  22  withdrawals  from 
the  competition.  Silkie  again  took  the  short  handed  trophy 
and  Legend  was  awarded  the  Family  Prize.  The  Bavier 
Trophy  went  to  Carioca  and  the  Air-Sea  Rescue  Team  of 
the  U.S.  Naval  Air  Station. 

On  Friday,  June  19, 1987,  a  fleet  of  149  yachts 
huddled  around  the  starting  line  in  Sippican  Harbor.  The 
59-foot  Class  A  cutter  Runaway  took  line  honors  on 
Monday  night,  completing  the  race  in  80  hours.  Legend, 
the  winner  of  the  First  Overall,  took  the  Class  B 
silverware  along  with  the  Family  Trophy. 

The  start  of  the  1989  race  was  postponed  due  to 
the  lack  of  adequate  wind.  However,  once  the  race  was 
underway,  a  record  163  vessels  —  the  biggest  fleet  in  the 
history  of  the  race  thus  far  —  cleared  the  starting  line.  On 
Monday,  Warren  Brown's  War  Baby  of  Bermuda  crossed 
the  finish  line  after  72.5  hours  at  sea,  breaking  the 
previous  year's  record.  Corrected  time  honors  went  to 
John  Elliot's  34-foot  Class  F  sloop  Yukon  jack,  followed 
closely  by  Commodore  Jim  Hayes'  40-foot  Class  E  sloop 
Shambles. 

Though  entries  for  the  1991  race  were  down  from 
the  record  '89  fleet,  117  yachts  cleared  the  starting  line

without  incident.  Corrected  time  honors  went  to  Richard 
Carleton's  Class  E  Pearson  36,  Orion,  followed  very 
closely  by  Morris  Kellog's  Class  F  43-foot  Shannon,  Blue 
Magic  The  Bavier  Seamanship/Sportsman  Trophy  was 
awarded  to  Francis  Checkoski  for  his  outstanding 
performance  bringing  his  vessel  safely  into  Bermuda. 

The  ninth  Marion-Bermuda  Race  was  held  on 
June  15, 1993  and  brought  115  entries  to  Sippican  Harbor. 
On  Monday  evening,  the  Bermuda  vessel  Alphida 
skippered  by  Kirk  Cooper  repeated  its  1991  performance, 
claiming  line  honors.  Despite  light  winds,  Alphida  set  a 
new  Marion-Bermuda  course  record  for  the  shorter 
course.  War  Baby  still  holds  the  record  for  the  long  course. 
Corrected  time  honors  went  to  Ron  Noonan's  Class  G 
Wild/lower. 

June  16, 1995  marked  the  tenth  running  of  the 
Marion-Bermuda  Cruising  Yacht  Race  with  77  entries 
clearing  the  starting  line  in  perfect  weather.  Dick 
Leather's  Columbine  crossed  the  line  at  2220  on  Tuesday  to 
claim  the  First  to  Finish  honors.  Thirty  minutes  later,  Phil 
Hutchinson's  Veritas  reached  the  line.  On  corrected  time, 
Kemandia  claimed  the  overall  winner's  trophy  denying 
Ron  Noonan's  "hat  trick"  by  less  than  30  minutes.  Nelson 
Gifford's  Sudian  was  a  shoo-in  for  the  largest  crew  (34  all 
dressed  in  pink)  and  also  the  Best  Tude  Award  (Best 
Attitude). 

The  last  start  in  1997  marked  the  twentieth 
anniversary  of  the  Marion-Bermuda  Crusing  Yacht  Race

WILD  BABY  BIRDS 

I  found  a  baby  bird  on  the  ground.  What  should 
I  feed  it? 

Baby  birds  are  frequently  found  near  their  nests. 
If  the  bird  has  no  feathers,  try  to  find  the  nest 
and  put  the  bird  back.  If  the  bird  is  mobile  and 
feathered,  keep  dogs  and  cats  away  from  the 
area  and  the  mother  bird  will  probably  feed  and 
care  for  it. 

/  thought  that  if  I  touched  the  bird  the  mother  bird 
would  smell  my  scent  and  would  reject  the  baby. 
That's  an  old  wives'  tale  as  birds  have  poor 
senses  of  smell.  Allowing  the  mother  to  raise  the 
young  increases  their  chances  of  survival.

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

June  14, 1999 
By  Kenneth  J.  Souza 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  June  14,  19l 
at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Richard  Cutler.  Also  present 
were  Selectman  Naida  Parker,  Selectman  Patricia  Ryan, 
Executive  Secretary  James  Huntoon,  and  Administrative 
Assistant  Veronica  Lafreniere. 

After  unanimously  approving  the  minutes  of  the 
May  17,  May  24,  May  25,  June  1,  June  3,  and  June  7 
meetings  with  some  minor  corrections,  the  Selectmen 
considered  reorganization  of  the  board  for  the  next  year. 
Selectman  Ryan  said  she  felt  that  with  so  many  pending 
issues  in  the  works,  she's  prefer  to  keep  things  status  quo. 
Selectman  Parker  concurred,  and  the  board  unanimously 
voted  to  retain  Selectman  Cutler  as  Chairman  for  another 
year. 

The  board  then  signed  and  approved  a  500-gallon 
Flammable  Fluid  Permit  for  Sarah  Miquelle  for  an  above- 
ground  propane  tank,  and  another  for  a  500-gallon  above- 
ground  gasoline  tank  for  Max  Lawrence. 

At  7:05  pm  the  board  met  with  members  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  (ConCom)  and  Soil 
Conservation  Board  (SCB)  to  address  what  Chairman 
Cutler  referred  to  as  possible  "impropriety"  in  recent 
actions  taken  by  the  SCB. 

"The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  required  to 
investigate  any  town  boards  in  which  there  may  have 
been  some  improper  actions,"  Chairman  Cutler  said. 
"There  are  indications  that  some  soil  removal  operations 
in  town  do  not  have  the  proper  permits  ...  and  there  may 
be  possible  wetlands  violations.  We  can  hold  a  formal 
hearing  and/or  contact  the  State  Ethics  Commission  to 
find  a  resolution.  If  the  SCB  feels  they  individually  or  as  a

group  have  done  nothing  wrong,  an  investigation  will 
clear  that  up." 

When  several  SCB  members  pressed  Chairman 
Cutler  to  be  more  specific,  he  said  there  is  at  least  one  soil 
removal  operation  off  High  Street  that  does  not  have  a 
permit.  "It  may  be  that  this  operation  is  part  of  another 
activity,"  he  said,  "but  the  reason  that  this  has  come  to  our 
attention  is  the  activity  (there)  seems  to  be  going  on  at 
odd  hours." 

"That  piece  of  property  you're  talking  about  is 
attached  to  another  (cranberry)  bog,  which  is  a  permitted 
operation,"  said  SCB  Chairman  Michael  Soares.  "It's  the 
same  piece  of  property  ...  you  can  move  material  on  your 
property  all  day  long  without  a  permit." 

When  the  property  was  further  identified  as 
being  located  off  Pierce  Street,  other  SCB  members  agreed 
that  the  operation  did  not  require  an  additional  permit. 
But  Chairman  Cutler  was  concerned  that  no  records  were 
being  kept  to  explain  the  details  of  the  operation. 

"Do  you  suspect  there  is  any  lapse  in  record- 
keeping?" Chairman  Cutler  asked.

Executive  Secretary  Huntoon  interjected  that 
Conservation  Agent  Laurell  Farinon  visited  Mr.  Milka's 
site  earlier  in  the  day  but  could  not  be  present  at  the 
meeting.

climate:  "It  seems  to  me  there's  zero  tolerance  for  other 
people's  opinions  on  this  board." 

"I  can  understand  how  this  escalated  into  a 
confrontation,"  she  continued,  now  addressing  her 
comments  to  Mr.  Soares.  "When  I'm  asking  you  a 
question  you  don't  even  let  me  finish." 

"One  of  the  things  that  bothers  me  is  the  process," 
Selectman  Ryan  said.  "I  think  when  you  make  a  site  visit, 
you  should  all  take  notes,  and  then  meet  as  a  board  to 
discuss  your  observations.  It  just  seems  as  though  those 
kind  of  questions  and  discussions  needed  to  be  well 
planned." 

Since  there  didn't  seem  to  be  any  evidence  of 
impropriety  on  the  part  of  the  SCB,  Chairman  Cutler 
suggested  they  just  let  the  board  work  to  improve 
communication  between  its  members.  "It  sounds  to  me 
like  you're  working  through  all  these  issues,"  he  said,  "I 
don't  think  there's  any  need  to  proceed  with  this." 

Under  the  Executive  Secretary's  report,  Mr. 
Huntoon  asked  the  board  to  revisit  the  reappointment  of 
the  town's  Animal  Control  Officers  which  they  previously 
tabled.  "I  don't  think  we  should  make  any  changes  right 
now,"  Mr.  Huntoon  said.  "I  suggest  we  reappoint  them 
for  another  year."  The  board  unanimously  voted  as  per 
Mr.  Huntoon 's  recommendation. 

In  other  pending  regional  matters,  Mr.  Huntoon 
said  he'll  be  working  with  Ray  Pickles  in  Marion  and 
Carol  Adams  in  Mattapoisett  to  schedule  the  walking  of 
the  town  bounds  for  all  three  boards;  and  they  all  agreed 
to  hold  off  on  the  next  Tri-Town  Selectmen's  Meeting  until 
the  fall. 

Under  incoming  correspondence,  the  board 
received  a  letter  from  John  Wing  who  expressed  his 
concern  over  the  speed  of  motor  vehicles  along  Mendell 
Road  where  he  lives.

■  Austin  Powers:  The  Spy  Who  Shagged 
Me.  Starring  Mike  Myers  and  Heather 
Graham.  Directed  by  Jay  Roach.

From  the  descriptions  of  A  us  tin  Powers: 
The  Spy  Who  Shagged  Me,  we  know  that 
Austin  has  lost  his  "mojo,"  and  has  to  get  it 
back  from  his  nemesis  Dr.  Evil.  But  what 
about  the  Austin  Powers  franchise  —  does 
it  still  have  its  mojo?  Judging  from  the 
reactions  of  those  around  me  in  the  theater 
(not  to  mention  my  own  response,  a  largely 
constant  stream  of  laughter),  the  answer  is 
a  resounding"Yeah,  baby,  yeah. "The  movie 
delivers  on  its  promise;  it's  a  far  cry  from 
The  Phantom  Menace. 

Yet,  sitting  here  away  from  the  laughter, 
I  feel  a  slight  sense  of  loss.  Austin  Powers  is 
no  longer  the  quirky  little  comedy  you 
recommended  to  friends,  the  cult  item 
passed  back  and  forth  on  videotape,  watched 
and  rewatched,  memorized.  It's  gone  from 
being  a  hip  little  party  to  being  a  big  bash 
where  the  stars  turn  out  (there  are  a  few 
celeb  cameos  in  AP2).  Also,  the  humor  is 
much  broader  now,  emphasizing  gross-out 
jokes  to  the  near-exclusion  of  some  of  the 
deadpan  absurdity  in  API  —  such  as  Dr. 
Evil's  baffling  monologue  in  the  support 
group  (Then  in  the  summer  we  made  meat 
helmets"),  or  Dr.  Evil  leading  his  cohorts  in 
diabolical  laughter  that  eventually  petered 
out  until  they  all  just  kind  of  stood  around 
looking  at  each  other. 

With  that  out  of  the  way  —  along  with 
my  official  disapproval  of  the  way  Elizabeth 
Hurley's  character  from  API  is  dealt  with  — 
let  us  praise  AP2,  not  bury  it.  Like  its 
predecessor,  the  sequel  never  wants  to  be 
anything  more  than  silly  and  colorful,  a 
clothesline  for  slapstick  and  sexual 
innuendo;  the  AP  mo  vie  spick  up  where  the 
Naked  Gun  series  left  off  reviving  the  old 
ZAZ  what-the-hell,  anything-for-a-laugh 
mojo  that  ZAZ  themselves  seem  to  have  lost 
these  days. 

API  transplanted  the  late-'60s  swinger 
Austin  to  1997;  the  new  movie  sends  him 
back  to  1969,  along  with  Dr.  Evil  and  his 
derisive  son  Scott  (Seth  Green,  having  fun 
popping  the  old  man's  balloon  again),  and 
I  can't  help  thinking  the  sequel  missed  a 
neat  opportunity  to  have  the  very  '90s  Scott 
adjust  to  life  in  1969.  As  it  is,  Scott  spends 
his  time  rolling  his  eyes  at  Dad  and 


competing  with  a  new  "brother"  —  a 
diminutive  Dr.  Evil  clone  named  Mini-Me 
(Verne  Troyer)  who  gets  so  many  laughs 
that  he  may  swiftly  replace  Anakin 
Skywalker  as  this  summer's  most  popular 
character  under  four  feet  tall.  Austin,  too, 
gets  a  new  partner  in  1969:  the  alluringly 
named  CIA  agent  Felicity  Shagwell  (Heather 
Graham). 

As  before,  Mike  Myers  plays  both  Austin 
and  Dr.  Evil,  and  he  adds  a  new  character 
to  his  repertoire  —  Fat  Bastard,  who  gives 
Myers  the  chance  to  work  on  his  Scottish 
brogue  through  pounds  of  latex  flab.  Of  the 
three,  Dr.  Evifeasily  wins  the  belt.  Whether 
he's  favoring  his  minions  with  a  little  rap 
number  (a  parody  of  Will  Smith's  "Just  the 
Two  of  Us")  or  dealing  with  the  "weirdness" 
of  interoffice  sex,  Dr.  Evil  is  the  real  hero  of 
the  movie  by  right  of  sheer  comic 
inventiveness;  he  has  dimensions,  whereas 
the  amiable  Austin  just  has  mannerisms  — 
often  funny  ones,  but  nothing  too  surprising, 
nothing  you  didn't  see  in  API. 

I  enjoyed  AP2.  enjoyed  seeing  these 
characters  again  and  revisiting  Myers' 
loving,  candy-colored  homage  to  British 
'60s  culture.  The  only  slight  bummer  in  it, 
as  I  said,  is  that  you  can't  go  home  again  — 
you  can  only  see  Austin  Powers  for  the  first 
time  once,  and  a  sequel,  by  definition,  is 
just  same-only-different.  I  had  the  same 
reaction  to  Scream  2,  another  sequel  good 
enough  to  make  me  wish  its  talented  creators 
would  do  something  with  the  same  impact 
as  Scream,  but  not  another  Scream.

(and  as  naggingly  funny  as  Dr.  Evil),  and 
then  craft  a  worthy,  often  hilarious  sequel, 
I  look  forward  to  his  next  creation.
